If this view
of the question be correct, It I evident
the political resall can easily be changed
in meany of the Southern Biates, indes
pendent of the negro Democratic vote,
though, perhaps, it = nol of #0 much
consequencs in the case of Bouth Care-
lina, for the reason that in that State the
negro popalstion Is largely in the s=2cend-
ant. A slight perusal.of ihe third sec-
tion of the fourteenth amendment suf-
#ices to show that the polnt is well taken
by the Democratie leaders of the Bouth.
